Wipe the meat with a damp

during cooking.

SWEET POTATO STUFFING

(For Crown Roast of Pork)
2 to 2' lbs. sweet potatoes

1 1b. apples
14 ©. butter
2 Thsp. chopped onion
13 O. brown sugar
2 Thsp. grated lemon rind
Salt and pepper to taste
Peel potatoes and apples. Cook
separately in a little boiling water
until almost tender. Drain and
mash. Lightly brown onions in the
butter, Mix onion, sugar, ‘lemon
rind into mashed sweet potatoes
and apples and blend well. Heap
lightly into the center of.the roast
and bake about 1 hour. This recipe
makes about 4 C. of stuffing. In-
